nounced tmiuy.

#outh of the rFlver the Germans, using

fresh troaps; dellvered strong atiacks and
nuccended in reococupying  Belloy-an-San-
terre. bt were agalt drelven out by French
counter-atincke,

There has been no let-up In the eavagery
of the' fighting In Picardy, deepite the
stormy weather, Although the weather hnas
been fogiry the blg guns on both mdes are
In furlous action.

In brief, the main achievements of the
Al'll-[lfl-!"lf‘ﬂl I troops are thene:

Firat. The capture of noearly a score of
strongly fortified villngeu from the Germans,

Sepond, The eapturs of about 15000
Germnn solfllers, as well as many heavy
guns, somo of witich had been sent north
from Verdun

Third. An advance of from six to elght
milen on hoth sldes of the Somme over a
front of 20 milas

Acearding ta aofflein] information, the mont
terrific ighting on the part of the line held
by the French is In front of Peronne. The
Germans are making the utmost endeavors
to hold the town in order to prevent the
fn||r|\nl!ﬂ and highwaye centring there

from falling into the hand of the French.

Peronna I8 one of the main junction
points on the strategle lines used by the
Germans to supply their troops along the
Boisdons eallent,

By the capture of the German trenches,
on hoth the firat and =econd lines, betweaen
Curlu and Assevillers, the French have
driven n sharp sallent Into the German
Hnes. The French guns behind the apex of
this salient are smashing Peronne about tha
ears of It German defenders.

Gaonoral Foen, the commander of the
French armles engnged with the Germans
in the sector of the Somme, has issued a ppe-
clal order congratuliting his troops upon
thelr gallantry, which has won them such
magnificent gninn

For # time the French delayed thelr at-
tacks, nwalting reinforcements for the Brit-
{sh. When these renched the front the ad-
vance was roanewed with redoubled vigor.

Goarmany ls rushing all her avallable re-
perves Lo the front. French alr scouts re-
“port that the railway line between Cologne
and Cambral (o clogged with troopn and
ammunition trains.

The losses of the French and Britlsh
have been extremely small compared with
the importance of thelr gaing. One army
corps (40,000 men), which was In the van-
guard of the heavy fighting around Fia-
court, lost only 800 men. Bome of the
regiments which occupled Flacourt had no
lonses at all, Thia Is due to the overwhelm-
{ng ncouracy of tha Allles' gun fira.

The text of the oficinl communique fol-
ows:

North of the Somme we resumed our
offensive actlon and ecaptured during
the night a line of German trenches
east of Curlu

South of the Somme our Infantry,
eontinuing their suecess in the directlon
of the river, captured Sormont farm,
located on the west bank oppoaite Cle-
ry, and all the reglon to the south be-
tween that farm and Hill 63 on the road
which leads to Flaucourt. Barleux s
In our potizession, Last nlght, after
a violent bhombardment, the enamy at-
tacked Belloy-en-Santerre, of which he
was ahble to occupy temporarily the
eastern section, but a counter offensive
put the entire village agaln In the hands
of our troops, The Germans are stlll
maintaining themuselves on the out-
akirts, whers the battle is very sharp.
Counter-attacks directed angalnst our
anaﬂhml have been broken up by our
re,

The total number of unwounded pris-
eners taken up to the present time is
more than 6060

The exnet number of guns captured
I8 not yet known, but the single army
corps operating south of the Somme
bas captured 60 guns.

On the left bank of the Meause an
enemy Aattack Iate vesterday agalnst
the Avocourt redoubt was completely
repulsed by our machine gunfire. Be-
tween the reglon of Avocourt and HIill
804 the Germans launched = viclant
attack. Despite the employment of
faming ligquids In large quantities by
the enemy, the attack was checked,
the assallaats suffering severe losses

On the right bank the bombardment
continues very violent in the reglon of
the Thiaumont work and ths Chenola
sector,

The news
wan regarded ps vastly more Important
than the French and British oMelal mate-
ments, reaporting further galns In most
furivus fAghting Inst night.

How many Garman troops have been
teaneferrad from Verdun s not yvet known
But British military men have declared
that the Aillled offensive has alrendy suc-
ceaded tn one of Ithn objects, the lightening
of the German pressure on Verdun, They
held thal the ahifting of troops from that
all-important German offenslve Indicates n
shoriage of German rossrver nnd a realizn-
tion by the Germans of the grave mennce
of the present Allled offensive,

Over a front of 25 milen the Germans
have lost thelr first-line poaitions, and In A
dozen places thelr second Iine trenchens
have been plarced or rendered untenable
by the Britlsh and French ahell fire,

Thousande of gune of heavy callbre are
kept roaring agoninet the Germnann' second
and third lines night and day, The thun-
der of tha bombardment Is never stliled
Bray and Albert are kept under shell
fire nll the tima by the Germans, who evi.
dantly helleve that they oan hinder troop
movements by abelling these rallway cen-
fron,

Wounded Britiah soldlers are narriving
daily from the front and all speak with
amagement of the vigor of the Alllesa’ bom-
bardment, From the obpervation points the
horlzon along the Germahn front 18 shrouded
with the emoke of bursting shells and the
clouds of biack earth thrown up by the ex-
pioaiven. The German trenches are sproyed
with shrapnel all the time.

At night the darknees Is broken by the
red giare of the projectiles and from the
advanced lines of the English the ground
nlong the ridges held by the Germans In
lurld an though scorss of blast furnaces
ars shedding thelr glow against tha night
Tharns 18 no searelty of ammunition on the
part of the Engllsh. For many months
preparitiona at home and abroad have been
golng on for the “big push.”

David Lloyd-George, Minister of Muni-
tions, announces that at present 3914 faec-
torles are working day and night turning
out shells and smull-arms ammunition of
avery eallbre.

VIOLENT FIGHTING ON SOMME
AND LITTLE GAIN FOR ENEMY,
REPORTED BY BERLIN

BERLIN, July 5—Although the British
and French armies on the Somme front
made repeated attacks ngainst the Ger-
man positions they have made to further
progreas since last night

This announcement was mads by the War
OfMece today:

Hard fighting la In progress in spite
of the bad wenather,

The following & the text of the War Of-
fce report In full:

From the North Sea to the Ancre
there have been minor engagoments
with lively artiliery firing and mine
throwing. Unwounded British prison.
ers taken by us on the right bank of
the Ancre now number 48 officers and
887 men. On both sides of the Somme
there {8 vinlent fighting, but the enemy
han nowhere boen able 1o abtiln any
material ndvantages,

“The greateat artiliery duel the world has
ever witnesasad I8 In progréas along the
West front. In nelther the number of guna
engaged nor the projectiles thrown has It
ever been equaled,

“Tha Allies’ offansive already showns signs
of weakening. Thelr success In the first
drive nesd causs no uneasiness.
